Jottings After a Fifty-mile Tramp in the Sierra Madre 
Mountains With Two Editors 


Fifty miles in three days, even with 
a fairly heavy pack, is not very stren¬ 
uous going for your seasoned moun¬ 
taineer. But for two ordinary editors 
it is not so bad, especially when the 
going is over good trails and bad 
trails, or no trail at all. Of course 
the country editor is accustomed to 
carrying about half the burden of tho 
universe on his shoulders. But when 
it comes to shouldering a twenty-five 
pound pack for a long hike the differ- 
enle is marked. 

When next you map out an itin¬ 
erary for a three or four-day trip In 


the mountains, don’t overlook this: 
From Sierra Madre to Mt. Wilson, 
seven miles; from Mt. Wilson to the 
ranger’s cabin in the West Fork of 
he San Gabriel, three miles; from the 
ranger’s cabin to the first spring on 
Barley Flats, six miles; from Camp 
Barley across the flats and over the 
new Tujunga Trail to the headwaters 
of the West Fork, four miles; down 
the West Fork to the ranger’s cabin 
again, six miles; crossing your for¬ 
mer trail, come out over the Sturte- 
vant Trail to Sierra Madre, seventeen 
miles. With ample leisure for ex-

Better get 
some one who knows to start you 
right. 

This brings to mind the thought 
that by placing a few more guide 
boards around the summit of Mt. Wil¬ 
son Manager Ross would confer a 
great favor on a large number of his 
guests who usually miss some of the 
prettiest little side trips on their first 
trips to Mt. Wilson, simply because 
they don’t know where to go. Among 
these places are Deer Park, Mount 
Harvard, the "Old Man of the Moun¬ 
tain" near the spring which supplies 
ridge a few hundred yards beyond 
ridge a fe whundred yards beyond 
Deer Park, which commands a match¬ 
less sweep of the back ranges and the

No, gentle reader, Barley Flats, is 
not a swampy region where duck 
shooting abounds. Some people con¬ 
clude from the name that it is some- 
This thing of the sort. Barley Flats is a 
climb- ridge, almost as high as Mt. Wilson, 
j two miles along and from a hundred 
j yards to a third of a mile wide. The 
his f°P t* 13 ridge has been rounded off 
into a succession of knolls by the ac¬ 
tion of the elements. And the whole 
Itop is free from the brush which 
abounds on the sides of the ridge. Ev¬ 
ery year there is a crop of wild bar¬ 
ley which makes good pasturage 
while it lasts for the trail animals.

It seems a bit ludicrous to 
see a young sugar pine not over ten 
feet high with two or three of the 
enormous cones growing from the 
main stem at the base of some of the 
topmost branches, while a nearby yel¬ 
low pine ten times as high bears 
"ones but a couple of inches long.

HE HOLDINGS of the Iyan¬ 
ough Mining and Milling 
Co., a/e situated in the 
Coso Range, Inyo County, 
California, about eight 
miles east of Haiwee, the 
site of the great storage reservoir of the 
Los Angeles aqueduct. The Southern 
Pacific is just completing a new trans¬ 
continental railroad via Mojave and 
Keeler, which will pass wilhm eight 
miles of our mines. This railroad will 
not only solve the transportation dif- 
ficulies which have heretofore retarded 
the development of this region, but 
will also open up a new section of high¬ 
ly mineralized country, and this latter 
point cannot be too highly emphasized.

56 feet down the hundred-foot shaft 
there is a vein running into side-wall 
six inches wide, which assays 
Gold per ton, $20.67; Silver $1.00; 

Total .$21.67 

In addition to these assays the com¬ 
pany is in possession of a letter from 
J. C. Hames, an experienced metallur¬ 
gist and chemist, who made a number 
of assays on the claims some three 
years ago. Mr. Hames is President of 
the Sierra Madre Mining 8c Milling Co. 
He writes as follows: 

“The samples taken by me gave high 
values, a good many above $50. several 
above $100, some above $200, and one 
sample runs $500 a ton. My estimate 
is that there is from $7000 to $10,000 
worth of milling ore readily available.” 

We would like especially to em¬ 
phasize this latter joint, for in addi¬ 
tion to the high value of the ore, its 
availability is a distinctive feature of 
the Iyanough group.

In order to meet this, the 
directors have decided to place a block 
of 20,000 shares of stock on the market 
which will be sold at 25c per share 
As soon as this is sold, the price will 
be advanced. If through any unfor- 
seen contingency, no more ore should 
be opened up, it is the intention of the 
directors to sell the ore already in 
sight and from proceeds of same, re¬ 
fund to each purchaser of treasury 
stock their proportion thereof.
